Polluted  Juvenile  Literature. — There  is 
scarcely  any  thing  to  which  tho  attention  of 
our  Church  needs  to  be  more  strongly  direct¬ 
ed  just  at  present,  than  the  attempts  which  are 
made  by  people  calling  themselves  Churchmen,  to 
circulate  a  poisoned  literature  among.st  the  young. 
Our  Sunday-schools  and  fire  sides  are  invaded  by 
a  class  of  writers,  who  seem  bent  upon  polluting 
the  very  sources  of  juvenile  instruction.  And 
parents  and  teachers  have  great  reason  to  be  on 
their  guard  against  them.  Wc  are  glad  to  see 
an  attempt  made  to  repel  this  sort  of  attack  with 
weapons  that  appear  to  us  distinctively  appropriate. 
Wc  have  before  us  a  little  work  called  Eustace  Wil¬ 
loughby,  nr  the  Confessions  of  an  Apostate,  which 
was  presented  to  a  venerable  Presbyter  of  our  ac- 
(]iiaintancc  whose  residence  is  in  New  York,  but 
whose  praise  is  in  all  the  Churches,  by  a  gentleman 
from  England ;  who  stated  to  him  that  it 
founded  on  fact,  hut  emlielli'Iicd  siifficientlt'  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  identification  ofindividuals.  It  is  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  American  reader  by  the  Rev. 
Henry  V’.  D.  Johns,  of  Baltimore,  whose  name  in 
the  title  i>age  is  a  sufficient  assurance  of  its  value. 
We  have  read  it  carefully  and  with  pleasure,  and 
arose  from  the  perusal  with  a  determination  to 
do  all  we  tan  to  give  it  an  extended  circulation. 
The  following  extract  from  Mr.  Johns’  preface, 
will  indicate  the  objects  and  reveal  the  plan  of  the 
work.

The  Genkeae  Convention. — The  communica¬ 
tion  of  a  Delegate  to  the  General  Convention,  is 
crowded  out  of  our  columns  of  to-day  by  a  press 
of  other  matter.  I  or  two  very  appropriate  con¬ 
siderations,  however,  with  which  it  concludes  we 
feel  obliged  to  make  room.  The  Rectors  of  our  ^ 
City  Churches  will,  we  trust,  take  care  that  one 
of  them  is  carried  into  effect ;  and  the  hospitality 
of  the  Laity,  will  make  all  necessary  provision,  vre 
should  hope,  in  reference  to  the  other.  It  will  be 
a  disgrace  to  the  Episcopalians  of  Philadelphia,  if 
a  single  individual  who  leaves  his  home  and  comes 
to  this  place  in  such  a  service,  shall  be  left  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  himself  in  the  uncongenial  atmosphere  of 
our  public  hotels. 

Let  not  the  session  of  this  great  Council  of  the 
Church,  be  allowed  to  degenerate  into  a  mere  busi- 
no88  meeting — nor  our  beloved  St.  Andrew’s  be 
converted  into  a  huge  Canon  factory.  We  trust 
that  by  prayer  and  the  powerful  preaching  of  t!ie 
Gospel,  this  great  City  will  be  made  to  feel  tbe 
presence  amongst  us  of  a  grave  assembly  of  pious 
andlearned  Divines,  and  Christian  Laymen. 

Suffer  me,  Messrs.  Editors,  to  make  two  sug- 
ge^ns  before  closing :  one  is,  that  we  may  have 
fcligious  meetings  at  such  hours  as  may  not  be 


the  vital  subjects,  on  which  the  action  of  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Convention  is  likely  to  be  invoked,  he  au¬ 
thorized  and  urged  the  use  of  the  prayer  at  the 
meetings  of  Convention,  by  all  our  parishes,  du¬ 
ring  the  sittings  of  this  body.  And  the  same  gene¬ 
ral  subjects  came  up  again  in  the  election  of  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  General  Convention.  A  few  of  our 
brethren,  whilst  strongly  reprobating  Oxfordism 
and  New  York  Ordination,  were  of  the  opinion 
that  these  matters  may  safely  be  left  where  tliey 
now  are,  and  that  the  agitation  of  them  in  tlie  Ge¬ 
neral  Convention  is  to  be  deprecated;  with  an  over¬ 
whelming  voice,  however,  the  Convention  decided 
that  they  should  be  consiilered  by  electing  a  delo 
gation  with  that  object  in  view.  In  the  couree  of 
the  debate,  the  Bishop  made  a  most  eloquent 
speech,  declaring  that  ho  would  sooner  walk  into 
his  grave,  than  suffer  these  subjects  to  escape  notice 
and  due  discussion,  and  pledging  himself  for  their 
being  brought  forward,  if  by  no  others,  by  himself. 
Tlie  delegates  are :  of  Clergy — Rev.  Dr.  Brooke, 
Rev.  W.  A.  Smallwood,  Rev.  J.  Swan,  Rev.  A.  F. 
Dohb;  of  the  Laity — Col.  Pt'ndleton,  Dr.  Dubois, 
and  Messrs.  Reynolds  and  Noble.  And  the  same 
persons  were  nominated  as  Trustees  of  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Seminary. 

Although  the  Convention  adjourned  on  Saturday 
evening,  we  all  remained  together,  and  the  most 
intererting  day  was  yet  to  come.  It  was  a  sweet 
Sabbath.  I  wish  it  were  in  my  power  adc()uatc1y 
to  describe  the  beauty  of  the  day,  tbe  loveliness  of 
the  scenery,  the  great  congregation  that  came  up 
to  the  house  of  the  Lord,  the  rich  food  with  which 


and  again,  and  that  some  which  wre  feared  were 
utterly  inconsistent,  arc  in  fact  perfectly  harmo¬ 
nious  and  mutually  confirmatory.  Powerful  is  the 
support  hereby  afforded  to  the  inspiration  of  the 
Scriptures  at  large.  Compared  with  each  other 
and  with  the  events  which  they  unitedly  predict, 
they  form  a  manifold  cord,  impossible  to  be  broken. 
These  prophecies  are  not  the  dim  guesses  of  human 
ignorance  and  presumption,  but  the  clear  visions 
of  that  Omniscient  Mind  before  whom  the  most 
distant  future  as  the  present  hour.  They  are, 
therefore,  the  sufficient  warrant  for  our  confidence 
in  the  fidelity  of  the  narratives,  and  the  authority 
of  the  requisitions  which  compos  the  yoluuie  of 
revelation.  As  reasonable  men,  it  remains  for  us, 
not  to  behold  and  wonder  and  perish,  but  to  believe, 
obey  and  live. 

Among  the  most  striking  of  the  prophetic 
portions  of  Scripture,  not  a  few'  refer  to  the  history, 
character  and  destiny  of  Romanism.  Auiong 
them  there  is  much  circumstantial  variety,  imli- 
cating  a  perfect  independence  in  their  respective 
writers ;  but  at  the  same  time,  there  is  a  perfe<;t 
consistency  and  substantial  identity  in  the  testi¬ 
mony  they  give  concerning  the  great  system 
whose  features  they  unitedly  portray. 

The  application  of  the  prophecies  concerning 
.^nti-Christ  to  tlie^system  of  Romanism,  is  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  same  method  as  that  by  wliich  we 
prove  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ.  The  prophecies 
which  relate  to  the  Messiah,  contain  numerous 
particulars  respecting  the  time  and  place  of  his 
birth,  his  life,  character,  death  and  resurrection. 
The  probability  that  all  or  many  of  these  should 
coincide  in  tlio  case  of  any  individual,  supposing

MEMORY, 

IN  ITS  RELATION  TO  THE  WORD  OF  GOD. 

The  remarks  which  I  propose  to  offer  on  a 
very  important  subject,  are  appropriate  to  your 
Journal,  inasmuch  as  no  agency  in  our  day 
has  done  more  to  enrich  the  memory  of  youth 
with  the  word  of  God,  than  the  Sunday-school. 
The  point  to  which  attention  is  now  invited, 
is  the  importance  of  committing  to  memory 
large  portions  of  divine  truth,  in  the  very 
ivords  of  scripture.  A  mere  parrot-like  reci¬ 
tal  of  texts  not  understood,  is  not  the  thing  in¬ 
tended,  but  it  is  too  much  the  case,  that  we  are 
contented  with  understanding  without  remem¬ 
bering. 

The  advantages  of  having  much  of  the  Bi¬ 
ble  ill  the  mind,  are  great  and  obvious.  We 
cannot  always  have  the  book  in  our  hands, 
and  even  when  we  have,  we  cannot  always 
recur  to  the  passages  which  are  most  seasonable; 
but  that  which  is  stored  in  the  memory  is  very 
near  to  us,  and  arises  very  easily  by  the  law 
of  association.  Other  things  being  equal,  he 
who  knows  most  of  the  Bible  by  memory, 
will  have  most  use  of  the  sacred  volume. 

It  is  important,  as  we  all  know,  to  read 
Scripture  in  its  connexion.  It  is,  for  the  same 
reason,  important  to  commit  it  to  memory  in 
its  connexion.  We  should  not  be  satisfied  with 
a  number  of  isolated  texts,  however  valuable.

quickest  in  childhood,  and  that  what  we  learn 
then,  abides  longest.  Within  a  few  days  it  has 
happened  to  the  writer  to  recall  nursery  rhymes, 
which  he  had  not  thought  of  for  twenty  years. 
Memory  may  be  cultivated  too  much,  and  too 
little.  If  1  mistake  not,  our  prevailing  systems 
of  education  lean  towards  the  latter  fault.  In 
flying  from  the  old  time  system,  according  to 
which  children  learned  everything  by  rote, 
and  comprehended  nothing,  we  are  going  to 
the  e.xtreme  of  making  everything  intelligible, 
but  nothing  permanent.  In  all  our  methods, 
we  must  consult  the  indications  of  Providence. 
Now  it  is  the  plain  indication  of  Providence, 
that  in  the  development  of  the  human  faculties, 
a  certain  order  is  preserved.  The  memory 
opens  long  before  the  judgment.  Should  not 
this  direct  us,  as  to  the  order  in  which  these 
faculties  should  be  cultivated  ?  Again,  the  me¬ 
mory  soon  passes  through  its  period  of  quick¬ 
ness,  while  the  judgment  goes  on  much  longer 
to  improve.  Should  not  this  teach  us  to  avail 
ourselves  of  this  short-lived  spring,  and  to 
make  hay  while  the  sun  shines  ?  In  a  word, 
the  part  of  wise  instruction,  is  to  awaken, 
strengthen  and  exercise,  and  enrich  the  memo¬ 
ry,  in  the  period  of  childhood. 

We  cannot  begin  too  early  to  charge  the 
minds  of  our  little  ones,  with  the  words  which 
the  Holy  Ghost  teacheth.  A  little  at  a  time, 
and  often  repeated,  is  the  maxim  for  the  nur¬ 
sery  school.  Guard  against  weariness  and 
disgust.  Often  go  over  what  has  been  learned 
some  time  before.  Continually  seek  explana¬ 
tions  of  what  has  been  committed,  and  seek 
occasions  to  give  it  a  practical  explanation. 

But  these  sacred  exercises  of  memory  must 
not  be  confined  to  childhood.  The  Bible  is  a 
book  for  adults  and  for  their  whole  life-time. 
It  would  be  well  if  experienced  and  even  aged 
Christians  should  allow  no  day  to  pass  without 
impressing  upon  their  memory  some  words  of 
Scripture.  The  complaint  is  too  common

1.  Objects  are  most  easily  remembered  in 
their  connexion.  A  dozen  scattered  verses 
readily  escape  the  memory, but  the  same  num¬

—one  verse  brings  up  all  the  rest.  This  may 
guide  us  in  the  selection  of  passages. 

2.  The  memory  should  be  exercised  every 
day.
